port these articles than ever before. la 
BODie portions of the South cotton can 
be i-rown probably with profit even at 
thy preaont depressed price, and iu 
other sections where low prices press 
hard somo compensation i$ had from 
bet.'.er fertilizers and batter methods of 
cultivation. 


Again, we have 11 great abundance of 


these low-priced commodities, which 
brines their agzregite vaiua up to nor- 
mal volume. Consumers are benefited 
by these low prices, and have more to 
spend in ether directions.

Through all these long 
mouths of panic and distress we navo 
had fewer complaints from the farming 
thnu from the manutacturing districts; 
ami aa the farmers, in common with 
otters, are sharing the cheapened coat 
of living; we caunob balieye that they 
are worse off than other divisions of 
labor. 
As for the industrial situation, that ia 


hopeful. 
Our textile mills are not tally 


employed, but they are turning out a 
larger product at batter profits than six 
rnontha ago. The boat and shoe trade 
hau been very aotivs in low-priced goods 
for several months. The iron trade re- 
vivas vary slowly ; still there ia an ua- 
uetial degree of confi'lenca in the future, 
and many o£ the Western establish- 
ments which are most favorably cir- 
cumstanced aa to locality and plant are 
running close to their full capacity. 


The Stock Exchange ia not blind to 


nil tbosa factors. Investors show gen- 
eral confidence in the future, and while 
often aot 
-able to- buy, stubbornly 


refuse to sell; in fact, the tenacity with 
which stocks and bonds ais bald U un- 
usual. Money is plentiful and easily ob- 
tained for enterprises of merit; but rail- 
road Blocks are' naturally noglecttd 
while earnings continue ao poor. Batter 
business, however, will BOOU result in 
improvement in this reaped; hence. 
railroad shares will quickly a bar a and 
possibly anticipate ths> brighter pros- 
pects now ia view.
